While Austria's proposal, report- 
ed last night from Amsterdam, had 
not reached Washington in official 
form tonight, it is expected hourly 
through some neutral — possibly 
Sweden—and in it is recognized the 
long-heralded peace offensive upon 
which Germany is counting to arouse 
| enough sentiment for peace among 
the people of the Allied countries 
to compel an end of the war on 
terms which substantially would 
preserve the Russian conquest. 

“The Allied leaders recognize it 
as an cffort by Germany to obtain 
the best terms possible. 

There will be no round table con- 
ference, no sounding-out process, 
such as Germany proposes, and 
which she hopes will give opportu- 
nity probablv to deal with her ene- 
mies sevarately.

PEACE PARLEY. 


(Continued from First Page.)

The official telegram proceeds to 
say that the note has been drawn up 
in French and runs as follows: 

“The peace offer which the pow- 
ers of the druple Alliance ad- 
dressed to their opponents on De- 
cember 12, 1916, and the conciliatory 
basic ideas of which they have never 
given up, signifies, despite the rejec- 
tion which it experienced, an impor- 
tant stage in the history of the war. 
In contrast to the first two and a 
half war years, the questicn of peace 
has from that moment been the cen- 
ter of European, aye, of world dis- 
cussion, and dominates it-in ever- 
increasing measure, 

“Almost all the belligerent states 
have in turn again and again en- 
pressed themselves on the question 
of peace, its prerequisites and condi- 
tions. The line of development ct 
this discussion, however, has not 
been uniform and steady. The basic 
standpoint changed under the influ- 
ence of the military and political po- 
sition, and hitherto, at any rate, it 
has not led to a tangible general ré- 
sult that could be utilized. 

“It is true that, independent cf all 
these oscillations, it can be stated 
that the distance between the con- 
ceptions of the two sides, has on the 
whole, grown somewhat less; that 
despite the indisputable continuance 
of decided and hitherto unbridged 
differences, a partial turn over from 
many of the mcst extreme concrete 
war aims is visible and certain 
agreemeRt upon the relative general 
basic principles of a world peace. 
manifests itself. In both camps 
there is undoubtedly observable in 
wide classes of the population a 
growth of the will to peace and un- 
Gerstanding. Moreover; a compari- 
scn of the reception of the peace 
proposal of the powers of the quad- 
ruple alllance on the part of their 
opponents with the later utterances 
of responsible statesmen of the lat- 
ter, as well as of the nonresponsible, 
but in a pcelitical respect, no wise un- 
influential personalities, confirms 
this impression. 

DEMANDS MODIFIED. 

“While, for example, the reply of 
the Allies to President Wilson made 
demands which amounted to the 
dismemberment of Austria-Hungary, 
to a diminution and a deep inter- 
nal transformation of the German 


empire d the destruction of Turk- 
1h Euro 0 hip, these de- 
mands, the realization of which 


was based on the supposition of an 
overwhelming victory, were later 
modified in many declarations from 
official Entente quarters, or, in part, 
were dropped. 

“Thus, in a declaration made in 
the British House of Commons a 
year ago, Secretary Balfour ex- 
pressiy recognized that Austria- 
Hungary might itself solve its in- 
ternal problems and that no one 
could impose a constitution upon 
Germany from the outside. Premier 
Lloyd George declared at the begin- 
ning of this year that it was not 
one of the Allies’ war aims to par- 
tition Austria-Hungary, to rob the 
Ottoman empire of its Turkish 
provinces or to reform Germany in- 
ternally. It may also be considered 
symptomatic that in December, 1917. 
Mr. Balfour categorically repudiat- 
ed the assumption that British pol- 
icy had ever engaged itself for the 
creation of an independent state out

“Far more outspoken than in the 
domain of concrete war aims has 
the rapprochement of conceptions 
preceeded regarding those guiding 
lines upon the basis of which peace 
shall be concluded and the future 
order of Europe and the world butt 
up. In this direction President Wii- 
son, in his speeches of February 12 
and July 4 of this year, has formu- 
lated principles which have not en-

ruins and into a state of exhaustion 
that will mar development for de- 
cades to come—and this, without 
any guarantee of thereby hiAdering 
that decisions by arms which has 
been vainly striven after by both 
sides in four years filled with 


exertions. F 

“In what manner, however, can 

the way be paved for an 1 
ing and an understanding finally at- 
tend the question. Is there any 
serious prospect whatever of reach- 
ing this alm by continuing the dis- 
cussion of the peace problem in the 
way hitherto followed? 
Wo have not the courage to an- 
wer the latter question in the 
affirmative. The discussion from 
one public tribune to another, as 
has hitherto taken place between 
statesmen of the various countries, 
was really only a series of mono- 
logues. It lacked, above everything, 
directness. Speech and counter- 
speech did not fit into each other. 
The speakers over one an- 
other's head. 

“On the other hand, was the 
publicity and the ground of these 
discussions which robbed them of 
the possibility of fruitful progress. 
In all public statements of this na- 
ture a form of eloquence is u 
which reckons with the effect at 
great distances and on the masses. 
Consciously or unconsciously, how- 
ever, one thereby increases t dis- 
tance of the opponent's conception, 
produces misunderstandings 
take root and are not removed, and 
makes the frank exch of 
ideas more difficult. Every pro- 
nauncement of leading statesmen, is 
directly after its adversary and be- 
fore the authoritative quarters of the 
opposite side can reply to it. made 
the subject of passionate or exager- 
ated discussion of irresponsible ele- 
ments. 

EXTREME VIEWS. 
“But anxiety lest they should en- 
r the interests of their arms 
by unfavorably influencing feeling 
at home and lest they prematurely 
betray own ultimate inten- 
tions, also causes the responsible 
etatestmen themselves to strike a 
higher tone and stubbornly to ad- 
here to extreme standpoints. 

“If, therefore, an attempt is 
made to see whether the basis ex- 
ists for an understanding, calculated 
to deliver Europe from the catas- 
trophe of the suicidal continuation 
of the struggle, then, in any case, 
another method should be chosen 
which renders possible a direct, 
verbal discussion between the rep- 
resentatives of the governments, 
and only between them. The op- 
posing conceptions of individual 
belligerent states, would likewise 
have to form the subject of such a 
discussion for mutual enlighten- 
ment, as well as the general princi- 
ples that shall serve as the basis for 
peace and the future relations of the 
states to one another and regarding 
which, in the first p „ an accord 
can be sought -with a prospect of 
success. 

“As soon as an agreement were 
reached on the fundamental princi- 
ples an attempt would have to be 
made in the course of the discus- 
sions concretely to apply them to 
individual peace questions and 
thereby bring about their solution. 

“We venture to hope that there 


will de no objection on the part, of 
to such an ex- 


change of eviews. The war activi- 
ties would experience no interrup- 
tion. The discussions, too, would 
only go so far as was considered by 
the participants to offer a prospect 
of success. No disadvantages would 
arise therefrom for the states rep- 
resented. Far from harming, such 
an exchange of views could only be 
useful to the cause of peace. 
REMOVE MISUNDERSTANDINGS. 
“What did not succeed the first 
time can repeated, and perhaps 
it has alréady at least contributed 
to the clatification of views, Moun- 
tains of old milsunderstandings 
might be removed and many new 
things perceived. Streams of pent- 
up human kindness would be re- 
leased, in the warmth of which ev- 
erything essential would remain, 
and, on the other hand, much that 
is antagonistic, to which excessive 
importance is still attributed, would 
disappear. 
“According to our conviction, all 
the belligerents jointly owe to hu- 
manity to examine whether now, 
after so many years of a costly but 
undecided struggle, the entire 
course of which points to an un- 
derstanding, it is possible to make 
an end to the terrible grapple. 
“The royal and imperial govern- 
ment would Uke, therefore, to pro- 
pose to the governments of all the 
belligerent states to send delegates 
to a confidential and unbinding dis- 
cussion on the basic principles for 
the conclusion of peace, in a place 
in a neutral country and at a near 
date that would yet have to be

FROM MEXICO. 


Mines Close to Rio Grande to 
Increase Output. 


Aim to Supply Texas Consum- 


Revival of Industry Recalls 
Huntington Plans.

PIEDRAS NEGRAS (Mex.) Sept. 
15.—Plans are on foot to greatly in- 
crease the output of the coal mines 
at Fuentas, Sabinas and Barroteran, 
situated just south of here and close 
to the Rio Grande border, with the 
view of supplying industries and 
domestic consumers of Texas with 
fuel. The coal will be hauled in mo- 
tor ‘trucks from near-by mines to 
Dagle Pass, Tex., and loaded on cars 
there for shipment. * | 

The Mexican coal runs well up in 
carbon. It possesses good coking 
quality and big quantities of it are 
used for that purpose. Many large 
coke ovens are situated at the dif- 
ferent mines. 

Shortly after the overthrow of the 
Madero administration there arrived 
at Bagle Pass more than 100 cars of 
specially-designed and burned fire- 
Clay materia! to be used in the con- 
struction of coke ovens at the mines 
of Salvador Madero at Barroteran. 
This material, manufactured in Bel- 
gium, was valued at $500,000. On 
account of the revolutionary condi- 
tions in Mexico, Madero did not care 
to run the risk of bringing the vdlu- 
able shipment into this country. It 
Was stored in bond at Eagie 
where it still remains. 

In connection with the develop- 

ent of the coal-mining industry of 

exico it is interesting to note that 
the late Collis P. Huntington, who 
for many years was at the head of 
the Southern Pacific Railroad, was 
the pioneer in that important work. 
Mr. Huntington constructed the Mexi- 
can International Railroad, which 
runs from Eagle Pass to Durango, 
with several branch lines, giving the 
coal beds a transportation outlet and 
connecting them with the big iron 
ore deposit, called Iron Mountain, at 
Durango. At one time Mr. Hunting- 
ton owned the coal mines at Fuentes

ESTERDAY was a red letter 
day for the Czecho-Siovaks of 
Los Angeles. 
marched, 1500 strong, to the music 
of “The Star Spangled Banner” and 
“The Marselliaise,” through the 
downtown streets carrying Old 
Glory and the four-star banner of 
their own land, these descendents 
of an oppressed though  never- 
conquered people went singing their 
way into Trinity Auditorium, there 
to give vent to their joy over the 
fact of America’s recognition of 
their country and their cause, 
Among those on the stage were 
Charles Winsel, Vice-Consul of Bel- 
gium, and chairman of the day; 
Mitchel Budincich, head of the 
Serbian Nationa] Defense League; 
Louls Sentous, consular agent of 
France; M. H. Gearing, appearing 
for Great Britain; U. Oyama, Japa- 
nese Consul; Giovani Piuma, Con- 
sul of Italy; Wenzel Pawloski, dele- 
gate to the Allies Committee from 
Poland; George P. Papas, head of 
the Greek colony in Los Angeles;

In a clear, sim- 
ple manner she told the story of 
the Czecho-Slovak people from the 
earliest dawn of their history up to 
the present time. She said that she 
was not surprised to find that the 


world and especia America, 
should know 30 little of the Czecho- 
Slovaks, because Prussia had long 


made it her business to tell the 
world only what she wanted the 
world to know, and that the op- 
pressed people of Bohemia, Austria, 
Serbia, Moravia and Silesia had had 
no opportunity to tell the world 
what they have suffered since a 
Hapsburg tyrant first scattered their 
people, robbed them of their lan- 
guage and taxed them until they 
bled almost to death. She told 
of how, when the Czecho-Slovaks 
marched away to battle at the com- 
mand of German generals, their 
wives has whispered to them, “Don't 
shoot the Serbians,” and the au-
